he -coroner’s jury attributed his act to 
mental derangement, due ro injuries ia- 
ficted upon him by Michael Voellinger on 
= 19. 

‘Schaefer lived itn an old toll house 
ee Lebanon road, between Bellevilie 
and Shiloh. He had been an employe of 
the toll road company for a great many 
years, first as a gatekeeper and latterly as 
a kind of superintendent of the road. 

His wife died a few years ago and since 
that he had lived in the*toll house alone, 
although hts son, Henry Schaefer, Jr., 
lives not far away. 

For some time there had been trouble be- 
tween the old man and his neighbor, 
Michael Voellinger, over a division line. 
The controversy had become bitter. Mr. 
Schaefer considered that he had been dealt 
with unfairiy and he brooded over it until 


on 


4 he decided on a feeble man’s revenge. 


His Injuries 
Were Serious. 
On May 19 he was discovered setting fire 
to the straw covering a potato patch on the 
Voellinger farm. Mr. Voellinger and his 


two sons set upon the old man and beat 
him severely. It was after midnight, but 
the old man was placed in a wagon and 
taken to Belleville and a warrant was 
sworn out charging him with arson and he 
was locked up at the county jail. His in- 
juries. which. were serious, were given 
attention. 

On his prelimipary hearing Mr. Schaefer, 
who appeared to be dazed, was bound over 
to the grandjury in $1000. After being in 
jail a day or two he was released on bond.

heated in a Smith forge, may be welded 
together without the slightest break or 
crack. The usefulness of this glass is 
great. Coffee pots and tea kettles might 
be made of it as easily as of tin or steel 
and would no more crack under great heat 
than articles manufactured from those 

metals The housewife, in canning fruit, 
might heat the fruit directly in the glass 
jars before they are sealed. But I am not 
content with this glass, valuable as it must 
be to the trade and to the public, aind I 
will not be contented until I have \pro- 
duced a glass that I can heat up as I 
would a copper cent with an iron hammer.’’ 

Wile Kauffeid’s process is unknown to 
anybody except himself, he volunteered the 
that the lime and lead that 
are used in the manufacture of. ordinary 
glass do not enter into the composition of 
this. What the substitutes are he would 
not say.

“The secret lies,’’ he said, ‘in the chem- 
icals that are used_!n making this glass 
and the proportions in which these chemi- 
cals are put into It.”’ 


Since the first news of Kauffeld’s discov- 
ery went abroad the inventor has been vis- 
ited by many manufacturers of glass, and 
he has received dozens of offers from men 
The 
manufacturers who have visited him have 
put the glass through all the tests they 
know and it withstood all. Kauffeld said. 

A careful account of the cost of making 
this glass, as compared with the manu- 
facture of other glass, as kept by Mr. Kauf- 
feld, has led him to conclude that the new 
process is cheaper than the old, though 
the difference is not great. 

Kaufteld’s discovery has 
alarm among certa@&m glass manufacturers, 
for if the invention holds good it ts likely 
to mean a revolution in the glass business. 
Kauffeld and his associates would have a 
monopoly that would prove embarrassing 
For this reason the glass trade 
is slow to beileve Kauffeld’s claims.
